An American, writing to the London 


Pall Mall Gazette from this country 
says : "This leads me to say that, if 
one may judge from what appears in 
English newspapers 
and magazines, 


there is a very widespread delusion on 
your side of the water about the pros- 
pects of free trade in this country. 
Many of your economists seem to fancy 
that the tide has turned here, and that 
we are on the ere of a revision of the 
tariff in the free-trade direction. 
I see 


no sign of anything of the kind. Tbe 
•mount of capital which has been in- 
vested in manafactnnires protected by 
the present tariff within the past twenty 
years is enormous. Moreover there has 
been a great growth of manufactures 
within that period in the West. This 
is at this moment almost as protection- 
ist as Pennsylvania and more so than 
Massachusetts. In fact; it may be said 
that, M a general rule, the States in 
which coal and iron abound are to-day 
stronger supporters of the high tariff 
than the cotton-spinning and weaving 
States—like those of New-England. 
Georgia and South Carolina have also 
begun to manufacture on a considerable 
and growing scale, so that the old free- 
trade sentiment ot the South, already 
weakened by the sugar interest of Louis- 
iana, is rapidly declining. In fact, the 
manufacturers and miners of the whole 
country, who are now a large body 
with immense influence on votes and 
legislation, are to a man hostile to free 
trade. 
The free trade argument, too, 


makes little or no impression on the 
farmers, even when put in the compact 
form in which Mr. Augustus Montgte- 
dien, for instance, puts it in the pam- 
phlet recently sent out here, for two 
reasons : one is that they find that, in 
spite of the tariff, they have what ap- 
pears to be an unlimited foreign mar- 
ket for their products ; the other is, that 
British farmers emigrate to this conn- 
try in groat masses every year, which 
operates as a telling demonstration of 
the superiority of the American farm- 
er's lot under a high tariff to that of 
the English farmer under free trade. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—A consider- 


able part of the Senate's executive ses- 
sion was consumed in discussing the 
nomination of Judge Wm. B. Woods, 
of Georgia, to be Associate Justice of 
the Supreme Court. The nemination 
was brought before the Senate on a 
favorable report of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, bnt immediately encountered 
opposition on the ground that this ap- 
pointment should have been given to a 
Southern man, and that Judge Woods' 
nomination, though credited to Georgia, 
was really an additional and excessive 
appointment to the Supreme Bench 
from Ohio, of which State he is a 
native. It was also contended Judge 
Woods is an extreme partisan, and that 
his appointment is objectionable on 
that ground. Attention was also di- 
rected to the fact that Chief Justice 
Waite and Chief Justice Swayne, al- 
though appointed from Ohio, were na- 
tives respectively of Connecticut and 
Virginia. At the close of the debate, 
a vote was taken on the question of 
confirmation, and there were only eight 
votes recorded against it. 
A motion to 


reconsider the confirmation was entered 
however, and when after some further 
discussion an attempt was made to end 
the matter by bringing this motion to a 
final vote, a call for yeas and nays dis- 
closed the absence of a quorum, and 
the Senate therefore adjourned, leaving 
l.he case suspended on motion to recon- 
Bidci. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 21.—Sen- 


ator Conkling does not intend to notice 
in the Sesatc the campaign speech of 
Senator Bayard reflecting upon himself, 
Governor Boutwcll and General Ar- 
thur.
